His most exciting 
incident at the dock- 
yards occurred in 
3958 when the HMAS 
Vendetta he had 
helped build crashed 
into the dock caisson 
—_a large steel gate 
holding the water 
back from the dry 
dock. 


A national disaster, 
he said, was averted 
only because the gate 
held.
